Council supports 
idea of bridge at 
Thamesmead

THE royal borough is backing 
the idea of a new river bridge at 
Thamesmead, to connect Greenwich 
to other parts of London as it would 
increase trade and prosperity. 

But the council wants several demands 
to be met first, it said in its response 
to Transport for London’s (TfL’s) 
consultation on river crossings. 

The response says plans for a new bridge 
at Gallions Reach in Thamesmead should 
include enough public transport and that 
assessments should be carried out first 
to make sure it would not worsen local 
traffic levels or air quality. 

TfL is consulting on different options 
for creating new river crossings between 
Tower Bridge and Dartford. 

Greenwich agrees these are badly needed 
to help grow the economy, particularly 
eastwards, and provide more choices for 
people and goods to cross the river. 
Proposals include: 

• A new ferry at Woolwich 

• A new ferry at Gallions Reach in 
Thamesmead 

• A new bridge at Belvedere and 

• A new bridge between Gallions Reach, 
Thamesmead and Becton

A TOP international award 
has been given to the 
Cornerstone Cafe on the 
Woolwich Arsenal.

“I went along to the awards 
ceremony at the Truman 
Brewery exhibition building 
off Commercial Road to be 
presented with it, and there 
were hundreds of people there.” 

The Cornerstone, described 
by Julia as an independent 
neighbourhood cafe for the local 
community, struck gold during 
the recent Tall Ships Festival 
when its ‘opening early and 
closing late’ hours sent takings 
soaring.

Council sees value in extra bridge

Woolwich, but wants the 
current Woolwich Ferry 
kept running until any new 
crossing is up and running. 

The council does not 
support a new ferry at 
Gallions Reach, and would 
want to see a new bridge 
at Belvedere only if it was 
part of a package of new 
crossings including a new 
bridge at Gallions Reach. 

Its preferred option is a 
new Gallions Reach bridge, 
providing it was part of a 
package of new crossings 
which all have tolls, but with 
concessions for local people. 

It also wants any new 
bridge to have public 
transport. Finally, it says 
that TfL would need to show 
that a new bridge would not 
hinder moves to improve 


air quality, make local 
traffic worse, or damage 
biodiversity in the area. 

The council is also asking 
TfL to take advantage of 
any new river crossing 
by committing to provide 
a London Overground 
extension to Thamesmead 
and Abbey Wood, and see 
whether the DLR could be 
extended to these areas. 

And it wants the design of 
any new bridge to make it 
safe and easy for cyclists in 
all weather conditions. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration and 
transport, said: “We have 
always supported a new 
bridge at Gallions Reach, 
and we continue to argue 
that it is much needed to 
support economic growth in 
our borough, to attract more 


investment and to open up 
new jobs markets to our 
residents. Businesses also 
need more river crossings 
to move their goods and 
services across London. 

“However, we have 
asked TfL to provide fuller 
information about a range 
of factors, including the 
impact on the local road 
network and the overall 
impact on air quality, so 
we can be assured that TfL 
is committed to ensuring 
the bridge does not have an 
adverse impact locally. 

“It’s absolutely vital that 
this comes as part of a 
package of crossings with a 
public transport emphasis 
- and that this opportunity 
is used to commit to new 
public transport links to 
Thamesmead and Abbey 
Wood.”

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ROYAL borough public health 
advisers are urging residents to get 
flu safe for winter. 

Vulnerable groups are being targeted 
as part of a stay safe flu campaign at the 
start of the flu season from October to 
early November. 

They are urged to protect themselves and 
their families by getting a free flu jab. 

Those at greater risk from the effects of 
flu are likely to include people aged 65 or 
over, pregnant women, and anyone with 
serious medical conditions such as severe 
asthma or breathing difficulties, chest 
complaints or heart problems, diabetes, 
kidney or liver disease. 

Also at risk are children aged between 
six months and two years who have 
lowered immunity due to disease or 
treatment. 

However, this year, all children aged two 
to four years are eligible to receive the 
vaccine. 

It’s given as a spray in each nostril; a 
quick, effective and painless alternative 
to the injection. 

Additionally, all children attending 
special schools will be offered flu 
vaccinations; parents are urged to sign 
consent forms. 

Carers and frontline health and social 
care staff are also encouraged to get a 
free jab to protect themselves and those 
around them. 

Local GP and chair of NHS Greenwich 
Clinical Commissioning Group Dr Hany 
Wahba said, 

“Flu is not like a cold - it can be a 
potentially serious illness for some 
people, especially those with long term 
health problems like diabetes, heart or 
lung diseases regardless of their age, older 
people could be at higher risk however. Flu 
can also be very unpleasant for children; 
some may develop complications such as 
bronchitis, pneumonia and middle ear 
infection. 

“If you’re pregnant, have a health 
condition or on medications that lower 
your immunity or have a long term 
health condition such as severe asthma, 
diabetes, chest or heart complaint, then 
you should get a flu jab from your GP or 
your pharmacist. The flu jab is free, quick 
to administer and is safe and it can’t give 
you flu.” 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
well being and public health added: “If 
you or your children are in any of the ‘at 
risk’ groups, the flu jab is completely free 
and is a safe way of protecting you and 
your family in a matter of minutes and 
we urge those at risk to ensure they get 
flu safe in time for the winter.”

A SHORT break home for people 
with learning disabilities has been 
refurbished and can now offer more 
flexible holiday stays.

Woolwich M&S 
closes its doors 


A WOOLWICH landmark closed its doors for 
the last time on September 27, at 5pm. 

The Marks & Spencer store in Powis Street had 
been trading from the same shop for almost 
exactly 100 years. 

The store first appeared there sometime 
between 1912-14. 

They have been trading from the same shop 
in Powis street for almost exactly 1 00 years. 
Marks and Spencer first appeared in Powis 
street around 1 91 2-14. 

By 1 91 2 a Penny Bazaar was operating on 
the site, this was run by Marks & Spencer, 
who rebranded their shops as superstores in 
1921-22. 

Woolwich's branch was rebuilt to its present 
form in 1934-5. 

Extensions were added in 1 936, to provide 
entrances in Calderwood street and Thomas 
street. They acquired the corner property in 
1967. 

The nearest big Marks & Spencer is in Eltham 
High Street while a superstore, as big as the 
one in Bluewater, is due to open in Charlton, 
as part of the area's masterplan. 

The royal borough is also in on-going 
discussions with M&S about bringing a Simply 
Food branch to Woolwich.

EXPLAINING how politics affects 11 to 
18-year-olds has been key in getting young 
people to vote on the issues to be discussed 
by the UK Youth Parliament in November, 
says a campaigner. 

Kim Emenike, 16, who attends Woolwich Poly, 
sits on the Greenwich Young People’s Council 
(GYPC) and on the national body. 

GYPC set itself the target of getting 4,000 
young people to vote on a range of options that 
are their top topics for discussion. 

Nationally, the Make Your Mark campaign 
wanted a million youngsters - double last year’s 
turn out - to go to the polls, which closed on 
Friday. 

Kim said: “It’s important for 11 to 18-year- 
olds to be involved in this kind of political 
participation because once they are over 18 they 
will have the right to vote. 

“If the government is making decisions on our 
behalf we should have the right to vote.” 

Voters could pick one option on a ballot sheet 


issues 


with several topics, including bringing back 
exam resits in maths and English and paying 
everyone minimum wage - regardless of age. 

Kim added: “At first some people were not 
interested and I had to stress that these things 
are important to them. 

“This is the first year people can’t do resits in 
maths and English while some sixth formers 
had jobs and so they began to see how politics 
affected them.” 

Kim mentioned Thomas Tallis, Eltham Hill, 
Corelli College and Woolwich Poly - where 
she studies - among the schools where GYPC 
had worked hard to encourage people to vote, 
through talking to students.. 

Once votes are counted this week, the top 
five topics will be discussed by members of the 
UK Youth Parliament, who sit at the House of 
Commons on November 14. 

At the end, votes will be taken as to the most 
important issues to adopt as campaigns for the 
following year. Last year, the topics were Votes 
at 16 and A Curriculum for Life. 

• The campaign to get people to vote has been 
running on social media, including on Twitter via 
the hashtag #MakeYourMark.

The future's bright

T HE historic Orangery in Eltham, which was 
totally restored and converted into offices, 
has become a runaway success in its first year. 

Seven business suites were built in the old 
building with new-build ones alongside.

Enterprise Board which worked with the 
council to restore and develop it. 

Businesses that have moved in are delighted 
with the building and the facilities it offers. 
Dermot Rooney, a director with family-run 
civil engineering firm MJ Rooney, said: "I love it 
here. We moved from much smaller premises 
in New Eltham a year ago, and we wanted to 
stay local. We've got a big, open plan room 
for our office work. It's handy having the 
local services in Eltham High Street, such 
as a printers, and there are good transport 
links to other areas where we work, such as 
Kensington and Chelsea, as well as Blackheath 
and Greenwich. 

"We've since taken on six office staff at The 
Orangery and an additional 40 on our building 
sites. We want to continue to grow our business, 
which is specialised work constructing building 
extensions below ground level."

NOW's light 
and Shade 


MANY people, myself included, love to sit by 
the shore and watch the waves undulating 
across the surface of the sea to finally crash 
upon a beach or against a cliff face. 

Others spend many a balmy summer or early 
autumn evening watching the wind play with 
the harvest-ready wheat and barley making 
gentle cascades of shadows and light across 
the country fields. 

At the NOW Gallery on Greenwich Peninsula, 
innovative artist Simon Heijdens has 
recreated this wonderful phenomena upon 
the gallery's seven metre tall windows with 
his art installation called Shade. Using an 
intelligent, computer controlled skin made up 
of 1,920 triangular cells, each is programmed 
to react to wind. By day it's a constant 
kaleidoscopic performance of light and 
shadow transposing the happenings of the 
exterior to the viewer inside the gallery. By 
night, however, the building is transformed 
into a lighthouse with the interior beaming 
into the darkness with its continuously 
changing skin. His installation is free to view 
until December 19 and is complemented by 
monthly late night events which combine art 
with dance, music and performance. 

NOW later has, also, only recently 
been launched, presenting the newest 
practitioners in dance, music and 
performance art after work or just before 
a show at the 02.

community fete. We have great links with 
this group and we both support each other 
within the community.” 

In fact, the club last received £500 for 
being one of the top five clubs who opened 
their doors for those weekends, in terms of 
number of people who attended. 

Coaching at the club has been expanded to 
introduce cardio tennis and Tennis Xpress, 
two new LTA initiatives and membership 
has risen from about 360 members to about 
455 (including 275 juniors) since early 
summer, when they have been able to use 
the new facilities.
